Section 6 says that a party 
which has participated in a general 
election must have polled one per cent, 
of all the votes cast in 01 der to entitle 
it to a place on the ballot at the follow- 
ing general election, so that by plain 
implication and the recognized rules of 
statutory construction, when a brand 
new party desires representation on the 
general ticket its petitioners should in 
good faith intend to support the nomi- 
nees of that party. 
The signers are 


morally and legally pledged to support 
the ticket for which they petition. 
Any other construction would be an in- 
sult to intelligence and would not be 
supported by any honest court for a 
moment. • Good law aiid good morals 
require that the petitioners shall be 
genuine supporters of the new party 
and not mere stool pigeons for on§ of 
the old political parties. If the oppo- 
site construction were adopted it would 
open wide the door to, a saturnalia of 
fraud. 
Por example, the unscrupulous 


managers of one of the old parties' 
might easily organize little decoy par- 
ties and sign petitions for half a dozen 
different isms and compel the election 
officers to print the ticket of each one 
on the general ballot, the object, of 
course, being to pull strength from the 
old rival party, and the latter might 
retaliate on its rival in a similar way. 
The recognition of such a pernicious 
principle might easily clog the election 
machinery and by arousing fierce parti-

If every voter in the. United States 


were called upon today to 
declare 


whether he desired the use of silver as 
well as gold in our monetary system, 
certainly as many as 00 voters out of 
every 100 would answer in the affirma 
tive, and an equal proportion would 
favor such legislation as tended directly 
to bring about the free aud unlimited 
coinage of both metals, if they believed 
the two metals could be maintained at 
par. 


This sentiment today would be char- 


acterized by the Republican party as 
the wild utterance of a silver fanatic if 
it had not appeared under its own sanc- 
tion so recently. Yet, it was the ac- 
curate utterances of the Republican 
party at that time. 
What influence 


can have caused repudiation of the 
sentiment in so short a period unless it 
is that of the Rothschilds, the Mor- 
gans, the Belmonts, the bond syndi- 
cates? At the dictation of these men 
the 
Republicans are now spending 


millions of dollars to undo the work 
they did in 1802. and during many 
previous years of the party's existence. 


Here is another quotation from this 


same text book: 


Until the year 1873 the United 


States coined both gold and silver 
freely in unlimited quantities; that is, 
you could take it to the mints of the 
United States and receive for it a fixed, 
unvarying price; but in 1873, by the 
omission of the silver dollar from the 
coinage law prescribing the silver coins 
of the United ^States to be thereafter 
coined, and by the limitation of the 
legal tender of silver to $5, silver was 
in effect demonetized, and it has never 
since been restored fully to the position 
it held in the earlier coinage system of 
this country. 
There has been much 


irrelevant controversy as to whether 
this was done intentionally, and after 
full discussion, or'accidentally, BO far 
as the majority of congress were con- 
cerned, and by the artful trick of cer- 
tain persons interested in 
bringing- 


about a gold standard. Such a contro- 
versy serves no useful purpose. 
At 


that time both silver and gold were at 
a large premium, specie payments not 
having been resumed, and paper money 
was the only currency. The important 
fact, however, is that silver was de- 
monetized, and it is of little service in 
considering how it was done. 


If the foregoing statement was true 


in 1892, is it not true today? What 
has caused it to be a lie now, as the 
Republicans claim? Didn't they know 
what they were saying in 1892, or 
don't they know what they mean now? 
Is it not evident that some mighty in- 
fluence has been brought to bear to 
cause the change in attitude toward 
silver, and that gold is that influence? 


This Republican text ftook further 


says: 
The unlimited "coinage of both metals 


had prevailed from the foundation of 
the government until that date, and 
yet on June 30, 1873, there had been a 
total coinage of $1,041,938,557 of gold 
and only $163,425,070 of silver. 
Un- 


limited silver had not meant the de- 
basement of the currency. The scarcity 
of the metal and its free employment 
as money by all nations except Eng- 
land had given it a value in compar- 
ison with gold that removed all risk of 
its free use in our coinage. * * * 
There is a grave danger in the unquali- 
fied adoption of the gold standard. 
For, as silver has been taken out of 
Europe's coinage, the demand for gold 
has enormously grown, and grown in a 
proportion much greater than the sap- 
ply. 
Measuring both metals by the 


standard of commodities, it is substan- 
tially trrra to say that gold has appre- 
ciated more than silver has depreciated. 
In the silver-using countries silver will 
buy almost as much of everything, ex- 
cept gold, as it would ten or a dozen 
years ago, and this fact sustains the 
demand for "cheaper" money. 
The 


advocates of the gold standard allege 
that the value of gold is intrinsic, and 
that; a certain quantity of gold bullion 
having a fixed value should be the 
standard of exchange. This would be 
all well enough if anybody were able 
to insure that the supply would contin- 
ually increase in ratio with the increas- 
ing demand for it caused by growing 
population and commerce, but, as a 
matter of fact, it is decreasing in that 
ratio, and therefore a man who ten 
years ago contracted a debt which 
might then have been discharged with 


wheat was because of the appreciation 
in the value of money. Today they 
argne that the production and demand 
for the wheat are the only things 
having anything to do with the price. 
Let the farmer and the merchant who 
find their stock and their goods con- 
stantly depreciating in value consider 
the forgoing, and see what is the cause 
for it. 


The text-book goes on: 
The meaning of this is clear. 
The 


capitalist can increase his wealth by 
simply converting it into gold, putting 
it in a vault and holding it idle for 
a series of years. 
At the end of ten 


years it will buy more provisions and 
more labor than it would when he 
stored it. 
As the supply of gold con- 


tracts, everybody must work harder to 
get it. 


It is plain that the debtor is entitled 


to discharge his obligations for a value 
precisely similar to that ho originally 
obtained. 
He cannot do this if the 


money in which his loan is comptilsor- 
ily payable increases between the date 
of its making and the date of its pay- 
ment. 
Measured in gold, all obliga- 


tions have thus increased in a- very 
short period of time. The creditor class 
enjoys, therefore, a vast advantage 
over the debtor . class. The men who 
work for their living and consume 
their earnings year by year are placed 
in a most unfair position. 


Has there been a. single argument 


advanced by the opponents of the gold 
standard this year which is stronger 
than that contained in this extract 
from the Republican text-book of four 
years ago? It is precisely the argu- 
ment used by silver men today, and 
which is denounced by the Republicans 
as delusive and anarchistic. This Re- 
publican text-book of 1802 might well 
be circulated with advantage to the 
Democrats in this year, 1896. 


But even later than four years ago 


Republican text books contained good 
arguments for free silver. 
On page 


146 of the Republican congressional 
campaign book of 1894 is the following 
paragraph: 


European silver could not be dumped 


into our mints with profit to the for 
eign owners. The silver of Europe is 
coined at a ratio of 15 to 1, whereas 
American coinage is at a ratio of 16 to 
1, and as the bulk of European silver 
has already been in use many years It 
has probably lost 3 per cent by abras- 
ion. 
Here is a dead loss of 6 per cent 


on every dollar's worth of European 
silver to he dumped on this country, to 
which there must be added freight and 
insurance. But this is not all. 
The' 


European. coins could not be offered 
to our mints. The one-tenth alloy 
which they contain would have to bo 
extracted, a loss of 10 per cent, and 
the extraction would cost another 5 
per cent, making a loss and cost of not 
less than 22 cents before the dump 
reached our mints. 
The total loss on 


every dollar's worth of European silver 
brought over here being not less than 
82 cents to put it in another shape, 
foreign speculators in order to dump 
European silver on our mints would 
be compelled to sell for 68 cents the 
silver that cost them 100 cents in gold. 


There is no reason why any Republi- 


can should hesitate to vote for Bryan 
and free silver, when he has such evi- 
dence be'fore him that his party has 
abandoned the principles and beliefs. |

out Blow 


And in Suppressing It Almost Precipi-,

tated a Bloody Riot. 


Excitlna Scenes and Incidents In tne 


East End Yesterday ATternoon. 


Constables Kfed ami Wolf Cliaaert 


tlie Grounds aiul Huvo Narrow Escap 


for Their Lives— A Unwllng Crowd 


Surrounds 'Sriulro Cole's O<Hce 


ami Threatens

Some Prisoners— Story of 


the Trouble.

An attempt was made yesterday 


afternoon to have a game of ball be- 
tween the Polos aud the OhiHicothe 
club. 
It resulted 
disastrously for 


the ball players. 
The Sunday Ob- 


servance League, which is still very 
much alivo and kicking, took a hand 
in the game and succeeded in winning 
out in the first inning. They not only 
stopped the game, but in so doing al- 
most precipitated a riot. As a result, 
today warrants are not only out for the 
ball players, but for fifty or sixty of 
the crowd of spectators, on the charge 
of rioting and resisting the officers of 
the law. 
The Sunday game was quietly talked 


about all last week. The club manage- 
ment were in the hole several hundred 
dollars. The end of the season was at 
hand, and to them there seemed to be 


* no way of getting out even and paying 


their men, other than by having a 
game Sunday afternoon. The gate re- 
ceipts would make up the deficiency, 
it was thought, and it was decided to 
make the attempt. 


A,big crowd gathered about the park 


in the early part of the afternoon, but 
the gates were not opened until after 2 
o'clock. Prior to this several members 
of the Sunday Law and Order League 
appeared on the scene. Among them 
were Geo. D. Selby, Pearl B. Selby, 
William B. Anderson, W. B. Grice 
J. 
J. Rardiii, W. W. Gates, Dr. 


C. P. Dennis, Captain Enos Moore 
and N. W. Evans aud Duncan Living- 
ston, the attorneys for the league. 
These gentlemen warned the ticket- 
seller, Dick Thornton not to sell tickets 
and not to attempt to have a game. 


It was decided to make the attempt, 


anyway, and the gates were thrown 
open about 2:80 o'clock. A large crowd 
was soon inside the grounds, where the 
members of the two clubs were wann- 
ing up. A still larger crowd were 
standing around on the outside waiting 
for the game to begin before they came 
in. 


About 3 o'clock the first move of the 


Sunday league waa made. At this time 
Officers W. H. Reed and William Wolf 
appeared on tne grounds with warrants 
from' Squire Cole's court for ticket- 
seller Richard Thornton and 
gate- 


keeper Hoover. They were arrested 
and taken to 'Squire Cole's courtroom. 


Nothing daunted, the ball players 


Went right on. "Neddy" McGuire 
was installed as ticket-seller, and prep- 
arations 
for the game went 
on. 


The players were a little shy, however, 


' 
ahont beginning, but finally, about 
8 :40, the game was called by Umpire 
Cockorill. Thore were probably 1,000 
people on the grounds, aud GOO or 700 
about the the gates. 


Things weut along swimmingly for 


two innings. The Polos were having 
a walk-over, the score standing 9 to 0 
in their fjivor. 
The second man was 


up iu the fitst half of the third inning 
when there was a big commotion about 
the gate, and wurd reached the crowd 
inside that the constables were coming. 
Sure enough they came, two of them— 
Wolf and Reed. 
They made a bee-line 


for the diamond and Wolf laid his hand 
on Valdois' shoulder and told. him ho 
was under arrest. 
Valdois demanded 


to see the warrant and Wolf didn't 
have any. 


Just at this statre, the crowd took a 


hand. The great mass of spectators 
rushed on the grounds aud surrounded 
the uulucky constables. 
They then 


began pushing and striking them, and 
for a time it looked as though they ' 
were going to be roughly treated. 
Reed then wisely desisted from 
all 


attempts to arrest the players, but 
Wolf 
got into a wrangle with the 


crowd. 
About two hundred of them 


chased him off the grounds. In the 
scrimmage 
that 
followed ho 
was 


downed a couple of times and his maco 
taken away from him. 
Small boys 


threw rocks aud cinders at him, and 
his face was bruised and cut. The 
only wonder is that he escaped serious 
injury. 


After the officers wore hustled off 


the grounds, an attempt was made to 
resume playing. Many of the players 
had skipped at the first appearance oi 
the constables, and the continuance of 
the game was out of the question, and 
it was called off. 


The crow started homo and hae 


gotten as far as the street car switcl 
when word was passed around tha 
Thornton and Hoover were held a: 
prisoners by members of .the Law ant 
Order League at Cole's office, and th 
whole outfit rushed over there, com 
pletely 
blockading the street. 
Th' 


members of the league were groupec 
around the entrance to the office, whil 
inside Thornton ami Hoover could b 
seen. 
Thore was .some talk about tak 


ing the prisoners away by force, an 
had a daring ringleader shown up 
some such attempt would probabl 
have been made. 
But the crowd con- 


tented itself by jeering at tho members 
of the Law and Order committee. 
Re- 


marks of tho bitterest and most per- 
sonal nature were hurled at them, 
bringing a flnsh to their cheeks more 
than once. 


Finally, a small boy named Royse 


made a remark of a decidedly personal 
nature to Mr. Solby, who told Con- 
stable 
Wolf 
to arrest 
him. 
Wolf 


grabbed the boy aud started upstairs 
with him, and then the crowd made 
for Wolf and took the boy away from 
him. For a minute it looked as though 
the crowd was going to "do up" the 
Law aud Order league representatives, 
and they prepared to defend them- 
selves. It is said that at least two of 
them drew pocket-knives. Mr. George 
Selby broke through the crowd and ran 
to a telephone near by to send in the 
riot alarm. Tho crowd did not make 
any further 
hostile 
demonstraticns 


aud qnioted down. 
'Squire Cole then 


waved his hands about in the air 
awhile. It is said that he ordered the 
crowd to disperse in the fi.amo of the 
law. It is possible that he did. 


At this stage of the proceedings, 


Ernest Herman and Sherman Miller 
appeared and went on the bonds of 
Thornton and Hoover, aud they were 
released. 
The crowd then followed 


them down town, and tho excitement 
was over for the time being. 


PERSONAL. 


AT 'SQUIRE OGLE'S. 


'Squire Colo said this moruiug that 


had the crowd not surged out in the 
diamond, the game would have been 
allowed to proceed. It was not the in- 
tention to make any arrests -until the 
game was over. 
He said the ball 


players acted very gentlemanly about 
the whole affair, and that he did not 
hold them responsible for the actions 
of the crowd. 


It was learned today that among the 


warrants to be issued would probably 
be one against Tneo. K. Funk, the at- 
torney for the boys. It is alleged that 
Mr. Funk advised the crowd to sur- 
round the officers and prevent them 
from capturing the ball players, 
and 


that in other ways he obstructed the 
officers in the performance of their, 
duties. 


Last night five of the ball players 


called on 'Squire dole and gave them- 
selves up. They 
were 
Blackwell, 


Brooker, Cookerill, Schrall and Deisel. 
They were released on 
their 
own 


recognizance and appeared'at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 
They were then told to 


appear again tomorrow afternoon at 1 
o'clock. 


The rest of the boys got out of town 


in a hurry. 
The OhiHicothe boys 


drove to Lucasville and boarded the 
train, while those players living in 
Cincinnati crossed over to South Ports- 
month and took the early O. & O. 
tiain for the Queen City. 


This does not, end the matter, how- 


ever, 
Attorney Evans said the Law 


and Order league had their blood up 
and proposed to push things. 
They 


have $900 to spend, and will follow 
the b9ys all over the state if necessary, 
in order to catch them. That's what 
Mr. Evans says, and he ought to know. 


Henry Ruel was arraigned before 


'Squire Oole this afternoon on the 
charge of obstructing an officer in the 
performance of his duty. 
He plead 


guilty, and the case was taken under 
advisement until Wednesday afternoon. 
Subpoenas were issued for Geo. D. 
Selby, P. E. Selby, J. J. Rardin, L. 
A. P. Summers and others .to give the 
'squire an idea of the nature of the 
offense. 


Thomas Royse and son Ralph were 


fined |1 and costs each for resisting an 
officer. 
They said they did not realize 


what they were doing, and the 'squire 
was easy on them. 


Attorney Evans gave 'Squire Cole a 


list of twenty-two names of persons 
who will be arrested on the charge of 
rioting. 
They refused to make the 


names public until Wednesday morn- 
ing. 
They will be tried Wednesday 


afternoon.
